McGill Students’ Society will 
meet with the students’ societies of 
eight other universities on Saturday 
to discuss their approach to under- 
funding, the tuition freeze and how 
to obtain government concessions.

Bitter coach leaves frlcGill 
for Concordia

Long-time Rcdmcn player and 
hockey coach Yves Bcaucage re- 
jected a full-time job offer by the 
McGill administration and chose to 
coach part-time with university 
rival Concordia Stingers. 

Bcaucage was offered a full- 
time sessional appointment at 
McGill as an assistant coach for the 
Varsity team, and head coach of the 
Junior Varsity team at a salary of 
about $20 000. As an assistant to 
head coach A1 Grazys, Bcaucage 
would be responsible for most of 
the recruiting, and would attend all 
games and practices. 

But Bcaucage claims that the 
McGill offer did not give him the 
responsibilities which he deserves 
as an experienced and knowledge- 
able coach. Particularly, the McGill 
administration was not able to con- 
vince Bcaucage that he would be 
behind the bench during the games. 

“There is no way there could be 
three coaches behind the bench," 
Bcaucage said, referring to Grazys 
and assistant coach Jean Pronovost. 

“A1 Grazys is totally in charge of 
the coaching and he made it clear to 
me the Pronovost is his man. I 
would be the third wheel.” 

Grazys disagrees. He contends 
that every member of his coaching 
staff would contribute equally in 
decision-making. 

“I told Yves we would meet as a 
group of coaches every day and 
decide on things to do unani- 
mously,” Grazys said. But he ad- 
mits he could not promise Beau- 
cage a behind the bench coaching 
position. Grazys would start the 
season with three coaches behind 
the bench but would reserve the 
right to make changes if things did 
not work out. 

“It’s ridiculous to make a guar- 
antee like that. If I had to make 
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changes for the betterment of the 
team, I would," he said. 

The turn of events follows a 
volatile summer in which McGill 
Athletics Director Bob Dubcau got 
a lot of criticism from Friends of 
McGill Hockey, an alumni organi- 
zation which financially supports 
the team, for bypassing Bcaucage 
in his selection of a new hockey 
coach. Citing Bcaucage’s lack of 
experience, Dubcau chose Facili- 
ties Director Grazys and ex-NHLcr 
Pronovost. Dubcau later relin- 
quished and offered Bcaucage a 
job. 

But Bcaucage is still bitter. He 
angrily denies that he is not quali- 
fied and even confidently states that 
he is a better coach than cither 
Grazys or Pronovost. 

“It’s not age that counts but what 
you know. I have more experience 
than both of them,” Bcaucage said. 

He believes that the decision to 
hire Grazys was financial rather 
than practical. He claims that 
Dubcau just wanted to save money. 

“I wasn’t asking for $80 000, 1 
wasn’t going to demand Ken Ty- 
ler’s salary. Pronovost’s salary 
would have satisfied me,” he said.

Recruit- 
ment is considered a vital aspect of 
a successful hockey program and 
Bcaucage was deeply involved in 
recruiting during the three years he 
was a coach for the Rcdmcn.

Bcaucage’s new coach at Con- 
cordia, Paul Arsenault, believes 
noncy is just as important to re- 
cruiting as contacts and effort. He 
claims that McGill has had a good 
recruiting program because they 
have dedicated more money to it. 

“If you have the money to get an 
assistant and identify players for 
you, your recruiting will improve 
drastically,” he said. 

The hockey program is also in 
danger of losing the support of the 
Friends of McGill Hockey. 

The alumni supply approxi- 
mately 15 per cent of the pro- 
gramme’s budget.

Graduate Students in Library 
and Information Studies (LIS) 
will see their library reduced by 
two thirds over the year. The 
school fears the loss may mean the 
American Library Association 
withdraws its accreditation of 
their program. 

Eric Ormsby, director of li- 
braries, said most of the books 
will be transferred to the fifth 
floor of McLennan Library. This 
will leave the LIS Library with 
only a small reading room con- 
taining some pamphlets and jour- 
nals, reserve material and a refer- 
ence section. 

Ormsby’s primary concern is 
saving money and increasing col- 
lections. He will be putting ap- 
proximately $10000 of the 
money saved from eliminating 
one staff member of the LIS Li- 
brary into the collections budget. 
This means more books and jour- 
nals for the libraries. 

Helen Howard, director of 
LIS, thinks increasing library col- 
lections docs not make up for the 
loss of individual libraries, and 
docs not guarantee equal service. 
“Easy and reliable access to books : 
and journals is very important,” 
she said. 

“The main concern for the stu- 
dents is the reduction in study 
space," said Shcny Koshman, 
President of McGill Library and 
Information Studies Students’ 
Association. 

Currently, there are enough 
chairs and work space in the LIS 
Library to accomodate 97 of 
roughly 1 30 students. Once the li- 
brary space is reduced, the stu- 
dents will add to the growing 
number of students using McLen- 
nan Library and other study 
spaces. 

The LIS Library is located on 
the ground floor of McLennan and 
is adjacent to the classrooms. Al- 
though there is a student lounge 
across the hall from the library, 
Koshman says quiet study would 
not be feasible there. “It is a lei- 



sure room "she said. 

Ormsby is planning to have the 
Library Systems Office moved 
into the old LIS Library. He is also 
hoping to create a preservation 
laboratory and have it located in 
that area. The laboratory would 
repair and treat books which are 
falling apart. The money to create 
this laboratory would not come 
from the libraries’ budget, but 
from money raised outside 
McGill. 

McGill’s LIS is the oldest 
graduate school in library and in- 
formation studies in Canada.’ It 
has the oldest library, and some of 
the books are in poor shape. 

“The focus of having our own 
library is very important to our 
students," said Howard. “It pro- 
vides an important focus for the 
Master’s LIS students and is part 
of their socialization into the pro- 
fession,” she added. 

The materials to remain in the 
reduced LIS Library will depend 
on recommendations made by the 
new librarian, who takes up the 
post on October 16. He will be 
responsible for upgrading and 
maintaining services to faculty 
and students. He will also weed 
outoldtcxtsandmonographs.and 
act as a link between the McLen- 
nan Library and the LIS collec- 
tions being transferred. 

The Graduate School of Li- 
brary and Information S tudies has 
a two-year Master’s programme 
which has to be accredited by the 
American Library Association 
(ALA). In 1980, McGill’s LIS 
received only conditional ac- 
creditation. It was restored in 
1981, when the administration 
put more money into the pro- 
gramme and filled vacant faculty 
positions. 

“Any reduction in financial 
support from the University Ad- 
ministration will be noted by the 
ALA committee on accredita- 
tion," said Howard. “It may have 
a negative impact on their assess- 
ment of the Master’s LIS pro- 
gramme," she added. 
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RECYCLING REBIRT 



R ecycling was born of the heightened social 
consciousness that pervaded the 1970s. But 
except for a few forward looking individuals and 
government administrations, the issue was soon 
reburied. Now, a more recent concent for pollution and 
the garbage crisis in cities like Montréal and Toronto, has 
begun to shake politicians and citizens back into the fight 
for recycling.

Land fill sites are reaching near 
capacity levels in both cities, and 
government personnel are racing the 
clock in a search for new disposal sites 
and new technological innovations to 
handle the inordinate volumes of 
domestic and industrial waste being 
belched out by these urban 
connurbations. 

Michel Suprenanl, an environment 
counsellor for the City of Montréal, 
said, “we produce a third of the 
province’s total waste... and we have 
to find a solution, soon.” 

The island of Montréal, Laval and the 
South Shore currently spew out over 
two million tons of garbage on a annual 
basis. Of that total, two thirds of the 
waste is disposed of at the land fill at 
the Miron Quarry, one sixth at the 
Meloche site in Kirkland, and the rest is 
buried at a site in Rivières de Prairie, or 
incinerated at Des Carrières. 

Suprenanl is concerned about the 
availability of new sites and the life 
cxpcctency of old ones. “We are 
predicting that Meloche will be filled to 
capacity by 1990 and Miron by 1994." 
In 1984, the Ministry of Environment 
announced that Miron would be 
restricted to domestic and industrial 
waste created within the City of 
Montréal. The proposal was 
successfully opposed by the Régie 
Intcrmunicipaic de Gestion des Déchets 
sur Pile de Montréal, an organization in 
charge of finding new sites for garbage 
produced outside the city core. Closing 




Miron quarry would have quickly 
forced this organization to find 
alternatives for solid waste disposal. 

Recycling solid waste, though not 
seen as a panacea for the ills that beset 
the City of Montréal, is essential if the 
city aims to reduce pollution and slash 
its annual production of garbage. 

In January 1989 four municipalities on 
the Island of Montréal, Mount Royal, 
Outrement, Bcaconsficld and St 



Leonard will begin a program of 
curbside recycling. This program, 
modelled after Toronto’s ‘blue box’ 
program, requires individuals to 
separate paper, container glass, and 
metal cans for curbside pickup. 

“We will study curbside recycling for 
a one year period," Suprenanl said. 
“After that, if it all goes well, we will 
probably turn to a permanent recycling 
service. The recycling program in 
Japan regenerates up to 50 per cent of 
all their garbage. Though Montréal is 
not going to achieve those levels, our 
theoretical objective is 30 per cent of 
all garbage." 

Curbside recycling is not entirely new 
to the Island of Montréal. Lasalle has 
removed recyclable waste from 
household trash for almost two years. 
Though an ardent supporter of 
recycling. Mayor Michel Leduc 
emphasized that it is not a 
profit-making program. “Don’t try to 
think that selling back those things 
(glass, metal, paper and plastics) will 
cover the cost of collecting them. It’s 
not true." 

It costs around S65 a ton to recycle 
trash, as compared to $12 a ton for 
disposing of it 

Suprcnant thinks the cost incentive is 
comparatively unimportant. “Our first 
concern (when recycling) is 
environmental," he said. "We know the 
effects of high levels of pollution, but 
we don’t know the long term effects of 
low levels of pollution resulting from 
land fills and the incineration of 
garbage. If we can stop pollution on a 
small scale, it will improve the quality 
of the environment.” 

In an effort to develop an effective 
management plan and recycling 
system, the city has asked for help from 
the community at large. An 
advertisement placed in Lc Devoir by 
the city this summer asked for advice 
from local industry to improve methods 
of waste disposal. University expertise 
is also being sought during the 
development stages of the management 
plan. 

The Université de Québec à Montreal 
has been engaged in research since the 
end of the summer, examining the 
contents of household waste in 
Montréal. La Groupe de Recherche et 
d’ Analyse Interdisciplinaire en Gestion 
de l’Environnment (GRAIGE) is 



working for the city to find an effective 
system of diposing and recycling solid 
waste. Ten students have been hired to 
do the dirty deed of separating 
household garbage into specific 
categories. One of GRAIGE’s goals is 
to determine the potentially recyclable 
content of household waste. 

Projections done in Toronto suggest 
that as much as 90 per cent may be 
recyclable through cither composting or 
the use of a curbside multi-material 
collection program. 

McGill is involved in a specialized 
area of the development plan. 

Suprenant has beat working closely 
with Paul Nagy, the manager of 
McGill’s Hazardous Waste Program, to 
develop a new service for the citizens 




of Montréal. “We are looking to set up 
a household hazardous waste program 
with the city of Montreal,” Nagy said. 

The program would entail the 
collection of wastes such as paints, 



organize the program for May, and 
we’re trying to organize four Saturdays 
in a row when we could collect the 
waste." 

In 1987 the City of Pointe-Claire 
undertook the first household 
hazardous waste collection program. In 
one day 6814 litres of hazardous waste 
materials were collected. 

Though the disposal of hazardous 
wastes through dumping or incineration 
is most common, the technology exists 
to recycle such wastes. 

Nagy says, “ At McGill, with the 
amount of hazardous wastes we 
produce it is not worth it to recycle 
ourselves. Maybe in ten years when the 
costs are cheaper and the environment 
becomes an even more serious 
problem." 

“Our volume is small and our variety 
is ridiculous," added Nagy. “We have 
to deal with over 5000 different 
chemicals and we simply cannot get 
involved in recycling on those kinds of 
levels.” 

The process Nagy uses separates the 
chemicals into seven different disposal 
categories. Disposal systems are 
designed to deal with each category. 
Nagy believes technology can solve 
our pollution problems. He sees new 




used oils, pesticides and solvents, and 
would cost between 250 000 and 
500 000 dollars. Though the proposal is 
not complete, Suprenant is planning on 
going to the city to ask for funds 
sometime in the new year. 

“So far this is just an internal study," 
said Suprenant. "We are looking to 




technological innovations such as the 
plasma arc as the ultimate cure-alls. 

The plasma arc is a device that 
disposes of hazardous waste in a closed 
system without smoke stacks. In the arc 
there arc two electrodes that induce an 
electric current. Air molecules are 
super accelerated and the space in 
between the two electric contacts 
becomes extremely hoL In a regular 
disposal incinerator the burning 
temperature is between 1500 and 2000 
degrees depending on the type of waste 
being burned. At this heat a bag full of 
garbage is “instantaneously 
disintegrated" as it enters the 
incineration chamber. The plasma arc 
generates a heat of 45 000 degrees.

The limited amount of space available 
for storing waste paper may impede the 
implementation of a university 
recycling program.

Mill has been developed to deal with 
large amounts of pathological, 
infectious and bio-hazardous waste. 
The Hammer Mill is almost like an 
industrial blender. The machine 
effectively separates pathological waste 
into non hazardous solids and liquids. 
Currently, the standard method to 
dispose of pathological waste is 
through incineration. "Incinerators arc 
designed to bum at around 1500 
degrees,” said Nagy, "but they are also 
designed for materials that have a 
liquid composition of over 70 per cent. 
Most incinerators bum everything from 
bedshcets to chemotherapy waste.” 
Incinerators of this type often produce 
large amounts of smoke pollution. 
"Even if these incinerators are used at 
higher temperatures, chemical toxins 
are still left in the ash that needs to be 
disposed,” said Nagy.
